Tne plan contemplates putting 
under one head a rallruad system 
from New York to Milwauk.-e, In- 
cluding the larger lake ports, and 
a system of soft coal mines which 
shall produce every kind of bitum- 
inous coal from the hardest cannel 
to the softest coking and amllhing 
coal. 

Every part of the enterprise from 
the ownurshlp uf the coal landa to 
the final delivery or the product t.i 
the local whoiesslo dealers will be 
managed by one head represent- 
ing one interest. 

About two ttinn.hs ago Hon. II. 
T. McUraw.ortlrafton, W. Vs., sold 
to a syndicate, including in its 
membership Cornelius Vanderbllt, 
H. McK. Twombley and H. Seward 
Webb, a tract ol coal and timber 
wlln lands In the nortteastern part 
of West Virginia. This sale In- 
cluded 300,000 acres, and the figur- 
es were given at 1600,000. Besides 
this land, the same people bought 
other smaller tracts adjoining this 
one, making tbelr holdings nearly 
half a million acres. 

It was also announced that the 
same people had secured the con- 
trolling Interest lu the Dry Fork 
railroad, running from Hendricks, 
on the West Virginia Central and 
Pittsburg railroad (the Davis-El. 
kins read), to Horton, 31 miles up 
the Dry Fork of Cheat river. This 
put a railroad through part of' the 
newly acquired lands and to with- 
in ten miles or the best of the tract. 

Another announcement a 
Important Is that the Vanderbllt 
Interests have secured control of 
the Hocking Valley road, and that 
It la to be extended south from Its 
present terminus at Galllpolls, <>., 
to a polntopposite Huntington, W 
Va., where the Ohio will be bridg- 
ed and a connection made with the 
main line of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio. This will give tho C 
peaks and Ohio a direct route to 
the West and Northwest, and will 
enable it to pat coal Into all the 
Western and Noth western markets 
at the lowest possible rates, and 
over its own system."

The religious journal on wboae 
seventh anniversary I preach has had 
far Its owner and publisher one who.

His father, an eailr from his 
native land because of his opinions, his 
property confiscated, bla life Imperiled, 
landed on American soil bereft of every- 
thing that foreign oppressionscould rob 
him of. Naturally his son knows right 
well how to appreciate liberty; the most 
of na are descended from those who 
Imperiled all to gain their natural and 
religious rlghta.

Other styles of religious news- 
paper may do for advertising purposes, 
or for the presentation of able essays 
on elaborate themes, but If this world 
is ever brought to Ood it will be through 
unqualified unadulterated, unmixed, 
unmistakable evangelism. It waa aa- 
tonuding that the Lord Almighty should 
hare gone Into great bereavement, sub- 
mitting to tbe loaaof his only Son. that 
Sou stepping off the doorsillof Heaven 
into a darkness and an abysm that no 
plummet has ever yet been able to 
fathom: and through that funeral of 
the Heavens life Is offered to our world; 
but how to get the tidings to all peo- 
ple, and in such aa attractive way 
that they will take hold of them 
is the absorbing question. The hu- 
man voice can travel only a few 
feet away, and the world wants 
something further and wider-reach- 
ing, and that ia tbe newspaper press;

Again, on thia aerenth annirersary 
of tbe Christian Herald, I notice there 
Is room for a religious paper thorough- 
ly humanitarian. The almple fact is 
the majority of the human race have 
not enough to eat or wear. The ma- 
jority of the human race are la trouble. 
How to multiply loavea of bread and 
Increase the fuel and* heal the wounda 
and shelter the homeless are questions 
that Christ met equally as soon na he 
did spiritual nrcesaltiea The first 
heart to respond to the cry of sufferers 
from drought, or flood or earth- 
quake, or cruelty, should be 
the Christian heart. Therefore let the 
pages nf religious journalism spread 
out tbe story of sll such woes and col- 
lect relief and disburse alms all around 
our suffering world. Religious jour- 
nalism ought to become the squeduet 
through which the Christian charities 
of the world should poor until there 
should be no more hunger to be fed. no 
more ignorance to be educated and no 
mora nakedness to be clothed, and no 
more suffering to a saan ge. In trying 
to do that practical thing the religions 
paper whose anniversary I celebrate 
baa, during the past aevea years, raised 
and distributed over 1400.000 for the 
relief of physical diatnnaes. 

Again, on this seventh annirersary 
-of a religions publication, I notice that 
there la aa especial mission for a relig- 
ious journal truthfully optimistic The 
moat optimistic book I know of la the 
Bible, and Ita most impressive authors 
were all optimists. David an optimist. 
Paul au optimist St. John an optim- 
ist. Our blessed Lord an optimist I 
can not look upon a desert but I am br 
the Old Book reminded that It will 
"blossom like aa the rose." I can not 
In a menagerie look upon a lion 
and a leopard but I am reminded that 
"a little child shall lead them." I can 
not see a collection of gems In a jew 
eler's window without thinking of 
ablaze and Inear- 
empurpled with all 
of precious stones. I can not 
a trumpet but I think of that one 
which shall wake the dead. All the 
agar of time, bounded on one side by 
the paradise In which Adam and Eve 
walked, and on the other aide by the 
paradise which St John saw In apoc- 
alyptic vision. The Scriptures optlm 
is tic and their authors optimistic, 
all religious newspapers ought to be 
optomistie. Not only should all minis- 
ter* and all religious editor* bare 
their hearts right, but their liver 
right. The world haa eaough Iro able 
of It* own, without our giving them an 
extra doa* In the ahape of religion. 
Thia world la going to be saved, and If 
Ton do not believe It yon are aa In fide L 
Mane of us wanM to get oa hoard a 
train, which, luslea.l of reselling the 
depot, I* surely going down the em- 
bankment All aboard for the 
millennium! For the most part. In s 
religions Journal, let the editorial* bt 
cheerful, and the pie tares cheerful.
